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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 13-14 and 20-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Mahr in view of Grinsteiner ('291). 

Mahr, at Figure 1, teaches a fuel pumping system identical to the applicant's 
system as claimed in these identified claims except for the fact that there exists no filter 
element. 

Grinsteiner teaches a booster pump type of fuel system wherein a filter port (82) 
is located on the inlet to the control chamber for the needle valve. Those of ordinary skill 
in the art would not disagree that the identified filter port does constitute a type of filter 
and this is further evidenced by the fact that the parent case of this reference was 
applied against the claims in the international search. This original patent is not 
available since the parent patent has been withdrawn from issue. Regarding applicant's 
limitation of a one fifth flow through the filter element, this would have been an obvious 
range since the amount of flow needed to fill the needle chamber would have been very 
small relative to the amount needed to drive the booster pump. Also, the applicant 
should note that Figure 1 of Mahr teaches the relief valve and line to the booster of 
Claim 21. 

Finally, the applicant's Claim 13 is very broad in that the branching line of the 
claim only needs to be upstream of the other elements. 
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It would have been obvious to modify Mahr by using a filter on the inlet of the 
needle control chamber as taught by Grinsteiner because the latter had recognized the 
need to filter any fuel coming into the control chamber of the needle. 

Claims 15-19 and 22-24 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
